That Masonry almost everywhere, 
on the Continent of Europe and in 
the Orient, is agnostic and atheistic, 
is acknowledged by Masons themsel- 
ves, so much so that for many years 
American Masons held no communi- 
cation with the Grand Orient Lodges 
of France or Italy. Recently a Mas- 
onic writer made the statement that 
if a Masonic Chaplain made mention 
of the name of Christ in his exhorta- 
tions he did so from habit and not be- 
cause Masonry is any more Christian 
than it is Jewish. 

The cbjection of the Lutherans, 
Adventists, Free Methodists, and 
other non-Catholic denominations to 
Masonry is founded on this same con- 
tention. And so frequently does one 
hear Masons remark that “if a man 
lives up to the principles of Masonry 
he needs no other religion” that the 
disclaimers of “knife and fork Mas- 
ons” are of little avail. 

The new Ku Klux Klan is obviously 
a religious body, inasmuch as it 
makes the profession of Protestantism 
a sine qua non of membership. A sac- 
religious parody of Baptism forms 
part of its initiation ceremonies, ac- 
cording to the official ritual on file in 
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that politician (or group of politicians) wants the votes of bigots, ignorant or intelligent. 

While Masons disavow sympathy with the K. K. K., is it only a coincidence that 
the former have circulated the petition for: signatures which would abolish the private 
schools in Oregon and California, and that the latter organization is more active in these 
than in any other states of the Union?
